That the faid Katherine, after coming to Eng- 

land, Petitioned His Majeſty King William, 
and the late Queen of Blefled Memory, who 
Granted unto her during her Life, 'Two of the 

ſaid Plough-Lands, and a Houſe which was, 


then let at 61 /. per Ann. and now owes 890 /. 
on the ſaid Lands.

Saving in the Reſumption Bill, ſhe havin 
loſt her Husband, Three Brothers, and alſo 
ihe (86 2000 |. in the lateWars in Ireland, 
and being left with Seven Children. 
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
